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“Fence” your Vertical Ground Plane 
By Larry Leblanc - KESKJD 


Here is a great way to transform a good vertical setup into a GREAT vertical. Most new hams do not take the 
time to add sufficient radials to their vertical antenna to make it a top performer. Here is a neat way to upgrade your 
existing vertical to make up for taking short cuts to get on the air. This will work even with installed ground radials. 
The secret? Purchase inexpensive vinyl covered fencing to lay on the ground around your verticals. It comes in 50 
foot lengths and four feet wide. See Figure 1. It has welded joints, perfect for grounds. It uses 14 gauge wire with 
2” by 4” spacing. This is equivalent to about 900 feet of wire. The wire is galvanized and coated with vinyl which 
will last for many years in the ground. To connect the fencing to your vertical can be done by scraping off the vinyl 
at a junction of the wires, soldering a copper wire (AWG #14 or #12) at the junction, then coating the soldered con- 
nection with electrical liquid rubber, including the adjacent vinyl to make a waterproof connection. See Figure 2 and 
Figure 3. Attach the soldered wire to the existing vertical grounding point. You can make multiple wire connections 
for reliability in case any of the connections are broken. 

If you already have ground radials, you can use two parallel runs of the fencing about 2 feet away from the verti- 
cal. If this is a new installation, you can lay one or two runs of fencing with the vertical placed in the center. See 
Figure 4. 

Before laying the fencing on the ground, run your mower over the installation space and scalp the grass as close 
to ground level as you can. Use 4 to 6 inches of “hairpins” (U shaped wire of 17 gauge or larger) every few feet to 
hold the fencing grid as close to the ground as possible. In a couple of months, the grass will grow and hide all the 
fencing. Mow the grass at a higher level until the fencing is completely covered, then mow as normal. 

Total cost of the upgrade is about $60 with one roll of fencing and about $120 with two rolls. If you only have 
one vertical to upgrade, the fencing can be put down in the form of an “X”. The angle of the “X” is not critical. 

How does it work? GREAT!! The dense wires create a capacitive connection to the ground, making it more ef- 
fective than sparse radials. The existing radials continue to do their share of the work. In my case, I got about a 3 db 
improvement on my 80/40 vertical and a noticeable improvement on the Hustler six band antenna which already had 
100 radials installed 10 years ago with some losses with cut wires for cable installs, rusting of galvanized wires and 
aluminum wires. 

If you plan to try this on your existing vertical, be prepared to retune your antenna for optimum SWR. Especially 
if you start with a minimal ground installation.
